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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/1 3/2003 have been fully considered. The examiner 
appreciates the applicant's detailed explanation concerning ASTM standards. The applicant has 
provided definite definitions of the intended meaning of these ASTM standards found within the 
claims. The applicant has further provided revision dates for these ASTM standard and thus 
removes any indefmiteness left in the examiner's mind. As such previous 112 rejections are 
hereby withdrawn. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-6, and 9-16 are allowed. Claims 7-8 have been cancelled (please note this is 
contrary to the applicant's statement dated 10/13/2003 stating: "Claim 1-16 are pending..." as the 
applicant clearly intends for these claims to have been cancelled). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
was found to be Magid et al (US 5,1 16,526), Eggers et al (US 4,961 ,869), Flynn et al (S 
5,814,595), Merchant et al (US 5,827,466), Merchant et al (US 5,250,208), and Merchant et al 
(US 5,196,137). 

3. None of the prior art of references teaches, requires or renders obvious the applicant's 
specific claimed composition. In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose the applicant's 
specific weight percentages in the specific combination of these three groups of compounds.
